Bloomflo'd, a boy, 
Sergt, John F. Lalley and several more 
persons and more or 'ess 
severely 


wounded a number of others, lloberr 
Charles, the negro desperado who killed 
Capt. Day aud 
Officer 
Lamb 
a'lil 


wounded Oflicer Mora, was smoked out 
of his hiding place in the densely pop 
ulateil section of the city aud iubtantlj 
shot to pieces, this afternoon. 
It was> 


one of .the most remarkable tragedies 
in the history of Now Orleans. Twen 
ty thousand people surrounded 
thu 


square where Charles was. There wae 
tremendous excitement as the battle 
went on, between the police aud citi- 
zens on one side and Chailos, with hm 
Winchester, on the other. 
After it wab 


all over, it was reported that the ncgr^ 
was not really tho desperado who killed 
Day and Lamb, but papers found on 
his person, as well as tho desperation 
vith which ho fought for his life, left 
little doubt as to Charles' identity 
Sergt. Porteous and Sergt. Lalloy (who 
has a due record for bravery) leaiued 
during the day that Chailes \vus in bid- 
ing iu a building on Clio stieet and 
determined to lake him uhve, l\ey 
euwmoued a number of patrolmen and 
wont to the place. Tney entered a side 
alley and were surprised junt as D*;? 
and Lamb were. 
Charles, concealed 


behind a screen on tho second floor, 
produced hir, ritla aud opc-m-il a furious 
but accurate lire upon the 
officers. 


Lalley received a bully t in his ubdoineu 
and fell dead. Porteous was also hit 
and fell across LrJlej's boJy. The 
others fled from the alloy. 
The re 


ports of Charles' rifle and the 
two 


bodies lying bleeding in the 
yard 


caused a great deal of excitement and 
soon an immense crowd hud gathered 
around the equarc. 
Tho boy Bluom- 


fleld, who stood by the side of the 
priest who hud been summoned to 
administer tho last offices to the two 
police officers, was shot by Charles and 
instantly killed, although he begged 
the negro not to fire upon him. The 
priest, unharmed, left the alley. Tho 
urnbulance was sent for, and when it 
arrived two citizens volunteered to go 
into the alley aad bring out the bodii s. 
As they went in, Charles fired upon 
them, but they succeeded in gstting 
Lalley's bpdy out and then went back 
and got his companion's. Charles, de- 
termined to sell his life dearly, came to 
the window and olazed away indiscrimi- 
nately. 
Loclairo, a special policeman, 


and several others were wounded in 
quick succession. The police now real 
ized that the only way to rout the negro 
from his place of concealment was to 
burn him out. Somebody went to a 
grocer and got a can of oil, which was 
poured upon the steps of the building 
and touched off. The house was toon 
in flames. Squads of police and militia 
men stationed themselves about the 
square to pick off the desperado as bo 
came out. 
Charles rau out and across 


the yard. A soldier shot him in tho 
breast 
and 
ho 
fell 
dead. 
The 


police then fired' into the 
body, 


which was riddled with bullets. It was 
dragged iuto tho atrcot.whcro tho crowd 
put more shots into it. Somebody 
stamped the facy out of all recognition. 
Tho police rushed tho mob back, aud 
tossed the body into the ambulance, 
which went speeding away with five 
thousand people following it and clam 
onug for tho cremation of tho dead 
negro. 
The body was taken to tho

POSSIBLY WOEK OF AUAEOHI8TS.

Home of tlt« Man \Vlio Tried to Kill 
JU. C, ITrlcU—liuiiua Goldman In Said 
to Be Implicated. 
Pittsburg, July 27.—One of the boldest 


nnd raosit systematic plans for the re- 
lease of one or mqre prisoners from Riv- 
erside penitentiary has been thwarted by 
accident. The first theory advanced when 
the matter was discovered seemed to 
point to the release of Alexander Berk- 
man, the anarchist, who is serving a 22 
roars' sentence for the shooting of H. C. 
lu'ick, the steel mugante, during the big 
Homestead strike in 1802, but the con- 
clusion reached by Director Muth of the 
Alloghany police department is that tlie 
real object of the rescuers was to secure 
the freedom of the notorious real estate 
swindler, J. C. Boyd, who is serving a 
seven years' sentence in the penitentiary. 


This opinion is shared by the Pittsburg 


police officials also, nud muny reasons, 
•are brought 
forward 
to confirm the 


theory. 
Among these are the facts that 


Boyd is wanted in nearly every state iu 
the t.'nion on charges of real estate swin- 
dling, has confederates all over the coun- 
try and is accounted one of the wealthi- 
est prisoners in Riverside. 


The plan by which the rescuers hoped 


to reach the penitentiary was by a 
tunnel from tho cellar of a house on 
Sterling street, nearly opposite one of 
the gates. 
Their work is remarkable 


considering the obstacles to be over- 
come. 
Investigation showed that it was 


over 200 feet long, but because »C its 
•/.ig/.ag character hud nut readied the 
prison wall. 
One of the officers -who 


crawled a di.stanec of 201 feet in the dark 
passageway was compelled to return be- 
fore reaching its end by reason of the 
foul gases arising. From this it is in- 
ferred that the tunnel had tapped a sew- 
er. 
Director Mlllb, however, believes 


that the dead body of one of the tun- 
nelors will be discovered when tlie tunnel 
is opened from the surface, as is the in- 
tention. He thinks the man was over- 
come by the cases and bis companions 
for fear of complications fled. 


A "Well I<:<]iilppcd Tunnel. 


In the tunnel the men found a dry ba1- 


terj electric light. In two places they 
found electric push buttons and bells, 
which communicated with buttons nnd 
belN in the Kitchen and in the parlor 
alongside the piano. It was plain that 
the woman at the piano could exchange 
signal: with the men in the tunnel nnd 
that the playing and singing was largely 
intended to drown the sound of tlie fan. 
Most of the digging had evidently been 
done with u "silent digger," a crescent 
shaped piece of steel w i t h two handles, 
which could cut down the loamy soil ex- 
pedilioltsly, 


A pile of dirt ten feet high vms in a 


•'oitl bin in one coiner of tbe cellar. A 
sheet of paper containing what seenu-.l 
to be n message iu ciphi r was found. On 
the back of -i torn half of a card was -i 
diagram containing 
thf> words "selfish- 


ness, altruism. egoi«m." Tbe other side 
of the card contained a printed invitation 
on 
which the words "Ilygeia Hall," 


"Federation of Social," "Corner Ogdo>i 
and lloby streets," were decipherable. 
There are no streets of those names in 
Pittsluirg or Alleglmuy.

smoked by the laimdrymen in front of 
their shops are filled with opium, and that 
it is the sum aad substance of the process. 
They know nothing of lumps, yen hoks, 
and like paraphernalia necessary to enjoy 
tho noxious drug. The small pipes smoked 
iy the Chinamen contain Chinese tobacco, 
stronger fhan the American product, but 
substantially the oanie. 


Tbo "-layout" for the smoking of opium 


consists first of a largo stem, made of 
bamboo. This stem Is between 2}^ and 8 
inches in circumference. Almost midway 
Of the stem sets'a largo clay bowl with only 
n small hole, such as would be madu by a 
large darning needle, upon the top. Thcu 
tbcro is a small lamp, which burns peanut 
or olive oil; then the yen hok, about the 
Shape of a darning needle, to cook the 
opium with, and other like Instruments 
for cleaning the pipe, and last tho opium 
itself In a small jar or toi. 


All these articles may bo found on sale 


In at least one Chinese store In this city. 
They are received from a largo Importing 
house in Philadelphia, which supplies the 
whole south with these articles. 


The opium looks very much like the 


crude licorlro which is used for sweetening 
chewing tobacco. It comes to tho mer- 
chants in largo cans, -weighing from one to 
ton pounds, and in tho different qualities 
costs from $10 to $30 a pound. It is re- 
tailed Over tho counters out of a shaving 
mug, 
covered with paper, to keep it clean, 


and ladled out with a miniature butter 
paddle. When a Chinaman desires to pur- 
chase opium, ho brlugH in a toi and desig- 
nates in weight or money tho amount ho 
di'.siros. 
The merchant then carefully 


weighs the toi In a pair of scales made 
from u htmill bamboo rod, balanced by a 
string tied in tho middle. Tho toi is held 
upon n smiill piece of copper, tied upon one 
end. The exact weight of this is ascertained 
by moving a small copper weight along the 
liojiin. 
Then it is placed so much farther 


down, according to marks cut upon the 
bamboo, und the opium is gathered up in 
a lump upon the paddle and skillfully 
dropped into tho toi. It is balanced to the 
fraction of a grain, and an expert in this 
lino of business can judge almost exactly 
tho weight desired each time. — 'Washington 
Post.

tts Insect Sponsor Which Vindicated D»r» 


vvlu's Belief la His Theory. 


\Vo might proceed through all tho orchid 


genera, each affording itc Surprise hi Its 
special modification in adaptation to Us 
Insect sponsor—all these various shapes, 
folds of petals, positions, colors, the fclzo, 
length and thickness of nectary,'fadT^la 
tlvo positions of pollen and btigirnav- em 
bodying an expression of weleottrtf fo the 
Insect with which its life is so "marvelous 
}y linked. Occasionally this astounding 
affinity is faithful to a single Species of in 
sect, which thus becomes tho sole sponsor 
of the blossom, without whoso association 
the orchid would become extinct. 'A re 
markable instance of this special addpta 
tion is seen in the great Angrseoum orchid 
of Madagascar, described by Darwin, in 
psniuob as this species glorifies Darwin's 
fultb in the truth of bis theory and mark: 
a notable victory in tho long tnttlo for iti 
supremacy.

Among tbe host of skeptics—and were 


they not legion—who met this evolution 
ary and revolutionary theory with lucre 
dulity, not to say ridicule or Worse, 'waft on 
who thus challenged its author shortly 
after the appearance of his "Fertilization 
of Orchids," addressing Darwin from 
Madagascar substantially as follows: "Up- 
on your theory of o\ olution through nat- 
ural selection all the various contrasting 
structural features of the orchids'have di- 
rect reference to some insoct which shall 
best cross fertilize them. If an orchid has 
a nectary an inch long, an insect's tongue 
of equivalent length is implied; a nectary 
6 inches in length likewise implies a 
tongue 0 Inches long. What have you to 
say in regard to an orchid which nourishes 
here in Madagascar possessing a long nec- 
tary as slender as a knitting noodle and1 
11 inches in length? On your hypothesis 
there must bo a moth with a tongue 11 
inches long, or this nectary would no\er 
nine been elaborated." 


Darwin's reply wis inngniUcent in its 


proof of tho Hublimo conviction of tbo 
truth of his belief, "Tho existence of nn 
orchid with a slender nectary 11 inches in 
length and with nectar secreted nt its tip 
is a conclusive demonstration of tho exist- 
ence of u inolh with a tongue 11 inches in 
length, e^ell though no btieh moth is 
known." 


Many of us remember the ridicule whlrh 


wns heaped upon him for this apparently 
blind adherence to an untenable thi'ory 
But victory complete and <li'inonili/in« io 
his opponents awaited this oracular utti r 
ancowhen litter a disciple of Darwin, It-d 
by tho Kimo spirit of fnlth und conviction, 
visited Madagascar and wap boon ilbli1 to 
uillrni that he had caught the ninth, n 
huge, sphinx moth, and that its tnnguc 
niftiRiircd 11 inches in length.—William 
Hamilton Gibson in Harper's Magazine.

Two Critics of Whitman. 


Eminent critics often arrive at directly 


opposite results, says John Burroughs in 
Tho Atlantic. Two such judges and lovers 
of poetry as Emerson and Lowell, for in- 
stance, held directly opposite views about 
Whitman. A little search would no doubt 
reveal the grounds of this difference. Whit- 
man approximated to the Emersonian 
type more than to tho Jjowellian—thp type 
of tho skald, tho prophet. Lowell was a 
professipniil critic and scholar—h'q was of 
the order of tho true men of letters—while 
Emerson suggests the saccr vatos pf >a na- 
tion. Lowell's' sense of literature as a 
craft, as the work of scholars, b'is* aca- 
demic pride and esprit, wero offended by 
Whitman's. rqdo, open air spirit and bis 
scorn of the stock poetic. 


Shall we prefer poetry in its shirt sleeves 


to poetry in'a dress suit? All the collegian 
In him revolted. Lowell would read Whit- 
man through Chauoer, Shakespeare, Dante 
and Harvard college, and would find that 
ho did not square with any of tho potifc-5, or 
with n, tasic founded upon them. Emur.son 
would read Whitman with much more in- 
dividual eyes, through his appreciation of 
the great mystics, prophets and seers nnd 
his enormous appetite for the auclnclous, 
the independent, the heroic in life and 
character.

l»T WAS A WISE ONE, AS SUBSEQUENT 


EVENTS PROVED. 


t»w and the Condemned Murderer 


Blade a Combination That Became the 
Cao*e of Sheriff Hartwenter'i Dettiuo- 
tlpu ay »n Official.. 
< 


San Pete county 18 located in'Utnh, nnd 


Utah is the'state where they sometimes 
shoot murderers instead of bunging thorn. 


But, although custom supports death by 


the' bullet, there was a time when tne ter- 
ritorial laws -were more' liberal! 
They 


offered a'condemned man a'full menu of 
death. One sentenced to give up. the ghost 
for .a capital offense was allowed to choose 
between banging, shooting afid decapita- 
tlcm. At least so it was written in "the 
leather backed books. But only one man 
la known to have chosen the slicing proc- 
ess, arid it Is of him that' this story is 
written. 
' 


Qrldley, who had no first name, and 


whose surname was a matter of conven- 
ience according to the part of the country 
In which he was residing, had injudicious- 
ly killed a man who was contracting to 
bring an irrigation ditch into the San 
Pete country and to spend some money 
among the people. Previously Gridley had 
assassinated a few odds and ends of super- 
fluous men, and little had been thought of 
it, but on this occasion the disappoint- 
ment of the people, thus suddenly and 
wiokedly deprived of their ditch and tho 
prosperity which its construction would 
bring, surmounted custom, and Gridley 
was arrested, and to his intense surprise 
looked up, tried and convicted of murder. 
The district judge came down ono day 
when ho had nothing better to do, and 
calling tho convict Gridley before him 
told him that according to law ho could 
select either to bo made Into a tin-get, to 
bo dropped at tho end of a ropo, or to bo 
bisected in tho neighborhood of tho neck. 


"Well, judge," said Gridloy, "if it's all 


tho same to you, I've always kind of han- 
kered to have my head chopped off. It 
scorns such a flrst class an bon ton way of 
sliufflin off. Most any feller can go over 
into Colorado or Nevada an bo tied to a 
beam, but this here looks liko a sort of ex- 
clusive thing. 
Choppin it is." 


Everybody in tho courtroom was sur- 


prised und many were eminently dis- 
pleased. "Tho Gridley hangin" had been 
talked of for two weeks and several ex- 
cursions from outside camps had been ar- 
ranged for, and it was a serious question 
with the reception committee whether or 
not anything but hanging would suit tho 
tastes of tho espected guests. Especially 
was James B. Hartwcnter, the sborilT, dis- 
turbed by Gridley's decision. Hartwor.ter 
was u humane man, and ho hnd been put- 
ting in several days of practicing a crow of 
marksmen and a gang of scaffold exports 
with tho view of making Gridloy's exit as 
comfortable and expeditious as possible 
when it came to the day of tho parsing out. 
Hartwentcr himself hud no liking for tho 
business of methodically killing men by 
programme, but bo felt that with a lot of 
unknown riflemen aiming at a culprit's j 
heart there could bo no after remove, be- 
causo nobody would ever know who.<o bill- 
lot had killed, and to some extent tho same 
conditions prevailed in a hanging whero 
tho cord was cut by a man unknown to 
those present.

The word balloon means "a largo ball." 


To Montgolller of Annonay, Franco, the 
invention of the balloon is credited. It is 
said that ho was led to turn his attention 
to balloon making from the following in- 
cident: 


A French laundress, wishing to dry a 


petticoat quickly, placed It on a basket 
work frame over a stove. 
To prevent, the 


heat fiom escaping by tho opening at the 
top of the petticoat she drew the belt strings 
closely together and tied them. Gradually 
tho garment dried and became lighter, and 
as the stove continued to givoout beat and 
rarefy thu air concentrated under the bas- 
ket work frame, the petticoat, begun to 
move, and finally roso in tho air. 


This so astonished tho laundress that, 


she ran to her neighbors nnd asked them 
to come and witness the strange sight,. 
Montgolfler was among thoco that came In. 
Thu petticoat suspended in midair Mig- 
gcstcd greater things to him, and ho n-- 
turned home with "tiomu'hiiig to think 
about." 


He at onco began studying works on 


different kinds of atmosphere, and tho in- 


j vention of tho balloon vas tho result. 


I 
The first pulilio ascent by tho Mont- 


golller balloon was luado Juno 5, 17811. 
It 


was a sphuiical bag, coiihistiiig of pieces 
of linen buttoned together, suspended from 
cross poles. 
A llro was kindled under it, 


and tho flumes were fed with bundles of 
chopped straw. 
Tho loose bag filled out, 


assumed a graceful form, and in a Mmrt 
time- was completely distended. At a giv 
en signal the stays were slipped and tho 
balloon instantly ascended. 
Its \olocity 


nenolerated until it reached somo height, 
then became uniform and carried it to an 
elevation of morn than a mile. 
For ten 


minutes it remained suspended, then fell 
gently in a vineyard nearly two in lies dis- 
tant from the placo of its ascension. 


Tho first adventurers to make an ascent 


in u balloon wero M. Piltitro do Koxier 
and the Marquis L'Arlandes. 
In the ban- 


ket of a balloon they, on Nov. 21, 178!?, 
roso to a beightof about 3,000 foot.—Phil- 
udolphia.

contract," In vogue In Now Zt-ulnncl. Un- 
dor that systom a public work ia divided 
into Finall fractions hy thu engineer in 
chargi!, find an estimate is inndoof its cost. 
Each section is then lot out to u group of 
workmen, who do tho work under n fore- 
rnnn of their own choosing but who re- 
ceivcH no moro than his fi-llows. They 
ol>- 


tnln the full profit which would otherwise 
go to professional contractors, and they 
share tho payment oqiwlly. 


Kaoh worker is interested in seeing that 


his companions do tholr full amount of 
work, and the sooner tho job is performed 
tho greater tho return for a day's work. If 
any tools aro needed which tho men do not 
own, tho government supplies them at a 
moderate rental. 
Tho adoption of this 


system should provide u method whcrchy 
direct employment by tho government 
would he consistent, with a full return for 
tho money expended, giving to tho com- 
munity un advantage In the cconomleal 
esec.ition of public enterprises eiitial to 
that enjoyed by private employers.—Ro- 
viow of Reviews.
